Stock Now off Market---Drilling 
at Gleichen Postponed to Spring 


The Oil Producer’s Corporation of Canada Ltd. 
shares are now off the market and those wanting to pur- 
chase stoci in the Gleichen enterprise are out of luck. Fur- 
thermore, tne entire stock of this company is off the mar- 
ket and likely to be for sometime to come. 

This is owing to the recent strikes on the company’s 
holdings in Montana. Dr. Armstrong and some of his 
Toronto Associaties have invested in the neighborhood 
of $90,000.00 in the Oil Producers, and the company will 
at once proceed to drill 20 more wells on the property in 
Montana and are now connecting the pipes through which 
the oil from this latest strike will be pumped. his last 
well is now producing in the neighborhood of 1000 barrels 
a day and another well almost as much, 

Dr. Armstrong supplied this information yester- 
day afternoon just before he left for Calgary to the Call, 
adding he had a lot of further information-which ise re- 
gretted he had not then the time to give. Yet he added 
that after viewing the company's work and property in 
Montana he was satisfied it was a splendid investment and 
every prospect of being worth several million dollars in 
the very near future. :
